Only one woman had 
seen strangled manually. The 
others were killed with articles 
of clothing, usually stockings.

When Bartholomae, wearing 


a bathrobe and pajamas, en- 
tered the kitchen, Carmen was 
standing at the kitchen sink 
preparing breakfast. 


"He didn't look good," she 


said. 


She said she remembers hold- 


ing two knives and s e e i n g 
Bartholomae 
"tumbling" be- 


fore she fainted. 


She remembers nothjng more 


until she awoke later in a hos- 
pital. 


Informed 
that 
Bartholomae 


had died Carmen told Police 
Chief James Glavas: 


"He was s u c h a good man. 


He was so good to Charles and 
me." 


Carmen was hospitalized un- 


der police guard. 


Adding to the mystery was a 


coroner's

to the stab wounds, had num- 
erous scratches, "possibly from 
fingernails," on his neck, face, 
arms, hands and chest.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said today he 
lias not yet made up his mind 
whether to seek a sixth term. 


But, he said in a television in- 


terview, "I might not tell you 
my plans if I had made up my 
mind." 


Faubus appeared on Arkan- 


sas Radio and KTHV in Little 
Rock. He was questioned by 
KTHV newsmen Dick Lawrence 
and Bob Hicks. 


Faubus closed the interview 


with a remark that indicated lie 
will be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion this year. 


When the newsmen thanked 


mm for coming, he said, "I 
might want to be invited often. 
I understand this doesn't cost 
anything." 


Faubus indicated for the first 


time that he has given serious 
consideration to running for 
Congress if either Rep.

He was asked specifically if

"I've stated many times that
